The following mention of the manufac- 


turing industries in Decatur appeared in 
the American Manufacturer and Iron 
World, published at Pittsburgh, Pa. The 
article is from the pen of Mr. G. C. Atkin- 
son, who spent several days in the city. 
It is as follows: 


"I give, in this letter, a few facts and 


figures relative to the amount of capital 
invested in manufacturing enterprises. It 
is putting it low to say that there are 
fully 82,000,000 employed in the manu- 
facturing interests of Decatur. I have 
named in this communication but little 
more than half of the different estab- 
lishments here regarded as coming under 
the head of manufacturing. I consider 
the above a great argument in favor of 
the town. Every one doing well, and en- 
larging from year to year, is sufficient 
proof to me that this is a safe place in 
which to put capital, either in mercantile 
pursuits or manufacturing. The people 
here are almost unanimous in favor of a 
plow works, wagon factory and furniture 
factor}-. Let any man or company es- 
tablish either of the above institutions 
here, and I believe the business will in- 
crease from 15 to 50 per cent, per annum 
for the next 20 years. There are no less 
than seven firms in this city engaged in 
the mamifacture of check rowers. The 
combined capital will reach nearly $800,- 
000. 
In an interview with Mr. W. J. 


Quinlan he expressed himself in this wise: 
'Well, sir, there is not a better opening in 
the Mississippi Valley for manufacturing 
all kinds of agricultural implements, but 
more especially do we want a plow fac- 
tory here in Decatur.' You have excel- 
lent shipping facilities,' I ventured. 'Yea, 
sir,' Mr. Q. says. 'We can reach eleven 
different points of the compass, and what 
is more in our favor, is the fact of having 
coal at our very doors, and any enterprise 
using wood as crude material can get it 
in less than 60 miles from the town.' 
'What other business might be established 
here?' was the next question. 'Well, to 
make a long story short,' Mr. Q. said, 
'any business, if properly managed, will 
do well here; we want a wagon works; 
now you can say this, there is not a better 
place in this oountry for a first-class wag- 
on factory, backed by brains and capital. 
You can send us the Manufacturer for a 
year, and when you come again drop in.' 
With this I bid the genial gentleman 
good day. The coal being mined here is 
represented to me as of the very best 
quality for all manufacturing purposes. 
To those contemplating a trip west this 
spring-, for the purpose of looking up lo- 
cations, I would suggest that they cut 
this letter out, or preserve this copy of 
tho Manufacturer, and when you get to 
Decatur, stop over a few days and ascer- 
tain for yourselves that this letter is 
based on facts."
